C.P.R. FREIGHT RATES. 


MEMORIAL FROM THE PATRONS OF 
INDUSTRY. 


Considered by the Railway Committee of 
the Privy Couucil—Senator Boulton 
Failed to Bring Forth Specific Charges 
and Evidence in Support Thereof, 


Following is a report of the proceedings 
Lefore the railway committee of the privy 
council at Ottawa lately. The memorial 
of the Patrons of Industry of Manitoba 
and the Northwest protesting agaiust the 
freight rates of the C. P. R. was calied. 
Mr. Bell wanted to go on first witha 
Waterloo case. which he said was trifling. 

Clarke. @.C —--Oh. this isa verv trifling 
matter alse and won't take long.”

Davin. M. P.. first addressed the com- 
mittee in support of the memorial, claim- 
ing that rates were excessive. They 
wanted rates which. while giving reason- 
able remuneration to the C. P. R., would 
also enable farmers to live. 


Haggart—'I do not think we have the | 


slightest power to fix rates.” 

Davin—‘Neeing this is a line largely 
subsidized by parliament there 
be some power if there is not.” 

It was explained here that the statute 
conferred on the governor-in-council. not 
on the railway 
regulate railway tolls. 

Senator Boult n explained that the 
juemorial as received by him was ad- 
lressed to the governor-in-council. but he 
had changed it to the railway committee 
of the privy council for more speedy 
action, as the crop would shortly be har- 
vested and he desired a red-ction of five 
cents a bushel on grain between Winnipeg 
and Port Arthur. 

Clarke, Q. C.. for the C. P. R:, contend- 
ed that there was no jurisdiction in the 
committee and the law was read from 
which itappeared the committee could 
hear complaints of tolls in excess of thos - 
the company were legally entitled to. 
which were not alleged, or of unjust pre- 
ference or discrimination, which was al- 
leged in the memorial. This is not the 
tribunal to try a charge that our rates are 
higher than they ought to be. 

Boulton pleaded for, at least, a hearing; 
as it was a question connected with the 
good government of the country. 

Haggart said they had determined to 
hold a departmental inquiry as to rates. 
and there would probably be a sitting of 
council which had power to regulate rates 
up in the Northwest. 

Boulton proceeded to speak and Clarke 
constantly objected to his making a speech 
about the condition of the farmers of the 
Northwest. This committee had nothing 
to do with that. Boulton was speaking 
for the newspapers. He should make a 
specitic charge and support it with a case 
in point. 

Haggart—That is so. Confine your re- 
marks, Senator Boulton, to the subject 
over which we have jurisdiction—dis- 
crimination or preference. 

Boulton maintained that the C. P. R. 
by charging excessive rates to the few in 
the Canadian Northwest, end the lower 
rates on the tratlic through United States 
territory between St. Paul and the Soo, 
increased their dividends. If he had to 
give special cases and particularize, he 
would ask to be supplied with a railway 
expert. 

Clarke—A body of persons like the 
patrons is hardly the kind of aggregation 
to mmake a complaint of rates under the 
statute. An individual who had been un- 
july made to pay preferential rates should 
be the petitioners. 

Boulton—The Patrons are the persons 
who pay the rates? 

Some of Boulton’s statements Clarke 
characterized as untrue. 4 

Boulton said discriminations were so 
numerous it would take a day to describe 
them. The memorial set out some of 
them, for instance from New York to St, 
laud, 1.400 miles, the C.P. R. freight rate 
was $1.14; from Montreal to Winnipeg, 
1.424 miles, $2.09 second class, % cents 
through the United States and S170 
through Canada; third class, 77 cents and 
S140; fourth class.

| TO STOP THE PLAGUE. 


|4 New Year Celebration Held—Hovre of 
Checking the Disease. 


Several reports regarding the “plague ’ 
in China have been received by the 
marine hospital bureau. Secretary Den- 
by, of the United States legation, says 
that at Canton a novel and thoroughly 
Chinese method of checking tne disease 
was hit upon. A fortune teller having 
given out that the plague would die 
away with the approach of the spring 
solstice, the people of Canton, in order to 
deceive the gods of sickness, made the 
first day of the fourth moon, May Sth, 
their New Years’ dav. Every ceremony 


by which the day is celebrated 
was gone through with scrupulous 
exactitude. The Jecal authorities 
assisted in ‘this  farcial perfor- 


thance. ‘The New Years’ festivities in 
the presence of such widespread misery 
had a somewhat ghastly character. Con- 
sul Seymour, writing from Canton. says 
everything continues in wild , confusion. 
Business is almost suspended. He has 
been in nearly all parte of Canton during 
the plague and has remained at his post 
through it all, and is persuaded that 
with the observance of proper precan- 
tions, especially in securing a supply of 
pure water for cutting and washing, and 
for flushing drains in time of drought, 
there should and would be no such 
thing as the plague, except where na- 
tives, in congestea localities, cause polu- 
tion of the air by overcrowding and 
| filth, and violation of sanitary conditions, 
for safety. During all of this plague 
heathen processions have constantly 
marched through the streets of Canton 
throughout the night pounding gongs, 
exploding fire crackers, exposing idols 
and other similar doings, supported by 
contributions from the shops and _ stores, 
to propiticte the evil spirits and to dis- 
verse the evil elements.

Consume the N.'P .Round Honse at Morris

Near midnight a few davs ago fire was 
discovered in the Northern Pacific round 
house at Morris and before anything 
could be done to stay the spread of the 
flames the fre was bevond control.

The officials have, how- 
ever, as vet such imperfect reports con- 
cerning the fire that thev are not able to 
sav how the fire originated. The total 
loss will be probably be about $4,000, 
The locomotives were used on the Mor- 
ris-Brandon branch, and as there are 
others to take their place no delay will 
be occasioned. Until accommodation is 
provided in Morris the engines will be 
run into Winnipeg.

250 grainmes of sugar were added to the 
meals of a full diet dar, causing the 
work done during the period of eight 
hours to be increased 22 to 56 per cent.

ICE SKATING IN SUMMER. 


fhe San Fraucisco Ice is Real, and So fs 
the Fun. 

Skatingon real ice in snmmer attire, 
says the Sau Francisco Call, is rapidiy be- 
coming one of the most popular indoor 
amusements in San Francisco. To native 
suns and daughters who lave never experi- 
enced the rigors of an Eastern win’er, it is 
athrilling novelty. To those who have 
enjoyed the exhilarating sport in.the land 
of blizzards ani frosts, it is made more en- 
joyable by the fact that winter dress is ca- 
necessary. 

These are only a few of the reasons why 
the frozen lake in the big Mechanics’ Pa- 
Vilion with nearly 10,000 square feet of 
polished surface, is visited daily by Lund- 
reds whocan skate and 
speedily learning. The sheet of ice is five 
juches in thickness, 160 feet long, and siz- 
ty feet wide. At least SU0 persons can 
skate with comfort at atime, but it wasa 
trifle crowded on the opening night, for no 
less than S11 glided or strugyied over the 
slippery surface, according to the respec- 
tive skill of the skate wearers.

test. Twenty-one animals were destroyed 
nine of which were bred in Manitoba and 
twelve in Ontario. Nineteen were pure 
bred cattle and two grades. <A calf, four 
days from one of the grade cows, was also 
destroyed as a precautionary measure 
against epidemic. From enquiries Prof. 
Saunders says he finds the disease much 
more prevalent in the west than he ex- 
pected. and he believes that many of the 
herds are more or less effected. 

Prof. Saunders went west as far as In- 
dian Head and says the crop prospects are 
about the same as last year,on an aver- 
age. From Poplar Point east. along the 
track, the straw is very short and the 
fields weedy: west of that point grain 
looks much better. but is short in straw. 
Most of the crops on the Experimental 
farin at Brandon were good, and as far as 
he was able to judge the yield would be 
about the same as last year. In thea 
Moosomin district most of the crops were 
reported good. In the Indian Head dis- 
trict crops are very variable. North of 
the Experimental farm the yield will be 
good, averaging as high as twenty-five to 
thirty bushels per acre. On the large 
farins about Indian Head the yield would 
be much below the average; south of the 
track crops were very poor. 

Prof. Saunders said he was much pleas- 
ed with his visit to the exhibition which 
he considered a great success. The ex- 
hibit of hogs was especially fine. showing 
increased interest in this line of industry. 
The displays of cattle and sheep were 
also much larger than expected, and the

THE WAR WITH CHINA. 


he Transport Ship Kow Ching Sunk 
With Nearly All on Board. 


The following is the latest Chinese 
version of the sinking of troop-ship Kow 
Ching. When the Kow Ching was over- 
hauled by the Japanese cruiser the latter 
! sent a boat alongside to transport with a 
prize crew to convey her to Japan. The 
| Japanese boarded the Kow Ching and 

ordered her commander, Capt. Gals- 
| worthy to proceed to Javan. Capt. Gals- 
worthy refused to obey the order and the 
| Japanese withdrew to report to the com- 
| mander of their cruiser. The latter then 


opened tire upon the transport, using the 
machine guns mounted in the tope of the 
Japaneee ship. The fire was so well 
directed that 1t cleared the Kow Chings 
decks. The cruiser then discharged the 
| two torpedoes at the transport, sinkiug 
| her and drowning nearly ali of about 
2.000 souls on board. Col. Von. Har- 
| nekin, a German, formerly the viceroy’s 
|aidede-camp and a number of other 
foreign otticers. were among those killed 
| by the tire from the tops of the cruiser 
| before the torpedoes were discharged. 
The effect of the explosion of the tor- 
| pedoes 1s said to have been terrific. Gap- 
ing holes, large enough to pull a boat 
through, were torn in the steamer’s aide, 
aud through these apertures the water 
poured, drowning between decks those 
who did not leap overboard. According 
to the reports received, two German pas- 
sengers, who were on their wav to 
Korea, in order to settle up business 
| atflairs before the war broke out in ear- 
| nest, jumped overboard when the trans- 
| port began to sink and succeeded in 
swimming to the. Japanese cruiser, but 
in spite of their appeals to be taken on 
| board. and ther announcement that they 
were non-combatants, the two Germans 
were shot by the Japanese marines. A 
number of Chinese who swam to the 
| cruiser shared the same fate. 
; <A French warship, the Lion; attracted 
{to the spot by the sound of the tiring, 
steamed up as the transport sank and 
| succeeded in rescuing some of the unfor- 
| tunate Chinese soldiers, but a!l the for- 
eigners are reported to have been kilied 
on beard the Kow Ching, while return- 
| ing He tire of the Japanese, or else they 
| were drowned by the sinking of the 
transport. The Japanese are said to 
have behaved with an utter disregard of 
‘the laws of civilized warfare by refusing 
to receive on board the drowning people 
who swam to the cruiser from the sink- 
ing transport. <A large Chinese army 
has crossed the northwestern frontier of 
Korea and i3 marching down the penin- 
sula, A second army is being hastilv 
equipped to follow the first armv into 
| Korea. No details have been received 
of the battle, which is said to have taken 
place between the Chinese and Japanese 
forces. It 1s reported that several Chin- 
ese steamers have been captured and a 
number of others destroyed at Taku, bv 
Japanese cruisers. Steamers often wait 
a week at Taku before they are able to 


cross the bar, and it is said there was 


| quite a tleet of Chinese steamships, when 

they were surprised by the Sen uiess 
warships and either captured or sunk. 
Torpedoes have now been placed in the 
Shaweishan channel of the Yang-Tse- 
Kiag river in order to compel vessels to 
pass within easy range of the Woo Sung 
torts.

LESSONS FROM FAILURES. 


Why Some People Fail to Make Ends 
Meet in the Northwest. 

I have read with much interest the 
actual experiences of settlers that ap- 
peared in the press from time to time. 

While I was strong!y admiring their 
pluck and enjoving their success, my eye 
fell upon the following passage in the 
London Letter of the Manitoba Free Press: 
“There is no doubt that many men come
